Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 

07/1 3/2006 has been entered . 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35,U.S.Code not included in this section can be 
found in the prior office action. 

3. The prior office actions are incorporated herein by reference. In particular, the 
observations with respect to claim language, and response to previously presented 
arguments.

general that they are allowable over prior art. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U^S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his inventton. 

10. Claims 19-29, 31-40, 42-45 and 47-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 19-29, 31-40, 42-45 and 48-49, the "operable to" phrases makes the claims 
indefinite and unclear in that neither means nor inten-elationship of means are set forth 
in these claims in order to achieve the desired results expressed in the "operable to" 
phrases. 

Examiner suggests deletion of the limitation "operable to" from the limitations of the 
claim since such limitation also may refer that such system is not operating the steps 
set forth in the claims language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 1 . Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 10, 12-19, 24-26, 31-37, 42-45 and 47-49 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Komura (6,260,145 B1). 

Examiner has pointed out particular references contained in the prior arts of record in the body of this action for 
the convenience of the applicant. Although the specified citations are representative of the teachings in the art 
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and are applied to the specific limitations within the individual claim, other passages and figures may apply as 
well. Applicant should consider the entire prior art as applicable as to the limitations of the claims. It is 
respectfully requested from the applicant, in preparing the response, to consider fully the entire references as 
potentially teaching all or part of the claimed inventbn, as well as the context of the passage as taught by the 
prior arts or disclosed by the examiner. 

Please see the former examiner's previous office action mailed 07/01/2005 and in 
the light of the examiner's remarks on 04/1 1/2006 & In the light of rejections of 
added limitations into the claims below. 
With respect to added limitations into cialm 1: 

Komura disclose the limitation "verifying the identity of the designated at least one 
recipient (see fig.6 and associated text). 

Komura disclose the limitation "upon verification" establishing a "secured" 
communication; "verifying the Identity of the sender"; "wherein the sender and the 
designated at least one recipient do not verify the identity of each other" (see fig. 2- 
6, 8-1 1,14-17 and associated text). 

Claims 19 and 37 have added similar limitations into the claims and are rejected 
accordingly. The negative limitations also have no consequences since the third 
party Is verifying the entitles rather than them each other as disclosed In the above 
figures and their associated text. 

As per claims 49 Komura disclose such identity verification (see fig.2-6 and 
associated text). 
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As per claims 47-48 Komura discloses identity verification (see fig.2-9 and 
associated text). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103
